Senator Jones was also a b se n t 
The 
m eeting was purely inform al and very 
brief, and w hen it adjourned it was 
understood th a t the conferrees would 
get together again for the purpose of 
renew ing the efforts to come to an un­ 
derstanding. 
So far as can be learned the tw o 
parties are as far a p a rt as ever in the 
conference committee, 
lf the senators 
stand firm a few days longer the house 
m anagers w ill have to back down be 
cause of lack of support in th eir own 
body. 
T here is no doubt of the fact th a t 
sugar rem ains the principal point in 
dispute. 
The Louisiana senators, it is 
known, w ould accept a flat rate of 45 
cents ad valorem on all sugars, pro­ 
vided they could have the bounty till 
Jan. I. 
B ut the bounty provision wil 
m eet w ith certain opposition am ong 
some of the dem ocrats in the senate. 
It m ight be carried, however, by the 
assistance of Allen and K yle and pos­ 
sibly Peffer. 
I t is believed an a t 
tem pt m ay be m ade to m ake an en 
tirely new com bination on sugar, ig 
noring one or tw o votes, like those oJ: 
Vilas and Palm er, and m aking up for 
the defection by Allen and Kyle. 
The general sentim ent now is th a t 
the conferrees w ill reach some sort ol! 
an agreem ent w ithin the next forty- 
eight hours, and the b attle w ill again 
be tran sferred from the sm aller body 
to the senate.
